COMMISSIONS OF LUNACY. 
Thf late abortit* applicatioo to the 
Supreme Court, to lei aaide a contmiaioQ 
of lunacy, prcviuuily ubtained agpinit t 
Un. fiiani Holmh, and the fl ill later 
enquiry before their Han on Ihr Chiu 
J tines aad Mr, Jurtice Iht tiNnun, 
touching the itnte of mind of Mr. 
WirHitxf, of Pirramatta, hare induced ui 
tu turn our atleDtion to the rtate of the 
law in thii colony, (u lately laid down 
by the Huprfruc Court) reapeding the 
preliminary itrpi proper to be taken be- 
fore Coram in ioneaj are authorited by the 
Judge! to eo quirt into the state of an 
alle|ned ltinitic'i cntnd. 

In the cnar of Mn, H<ji.u», it ni ob- 
jectetl in the conne of the above men. 
tinned application to let aiide (he com- 
minioq, that no not ire of the intended 
application had been given by the peti- 
tioner tn Mra. I tun, at ith trhum 
■he waa living, — that the Loinmiiiion had 
been obtained es-pmrlt, behind the hacki 
of All partiei intereited in ihowing cauar 
agaitut it, — (hit neither in the petition, 
nor in the affidavit a upon which the com- 
miaiian had inued, wai there any allega- 
tion, either by medical men, or by othcri, 
of any acta indicating tlnioundnrti of 
mind i if later date than aurtie twelve 
montha before the time of applying far the 
commiuioo,— that the proceeding, there- 
fore, wai unauthorised by the English 
practice in like eaten, and waa in ila prin- 
ciple an improper interference wiih the 
liberty of the subject. 

Theae vbjectioni were overruled, upon 
the ground, (hat to far a> appeared by any 
iipreii rulei of prarticr, the milter lay 
entirely in the ducrelion of the Court, 
The cimimiiaiorj wai allowed to atand. 
The enquiry took place, and the Jury, 
Aamaa ktard on/* (A* petitioner 1 * rate, 
nnrt tramixrd the tvppmed lunalit, unani- 
mously letumtd a verdict thai the wai 
not a lunatic. 

Now, in England, when a cam minion 
of thii nitutt it toughl at the hnndi nf 
(hi Lord Chancellor, the parly * ho wuhei 
to prore another to be a lunatic givei no- 
tice uiuatly to the relative or friend with 
whom the alleged lanalic ii living, of 
the intended application to the Chancellor 
fur a conniiiaion to inue, upun which (he 
partiei terved wuh the notice can enter a 
caveat, and ihow caupe, which will of 
courae be many times luoTcicrit to prevent 
the comminion inuing at all. In the 
cue of Mn. Holmik, however, it wai 
th'iVn that (be Ari( intimation her ion 
had of the proceeding, waa the Mt nits uf 
the Commiiaioneri' turntnl, diierted to 
Mr. Hoi4t»», giving him "nuticc to pro- 
duce!" hit mother at a ceitain time and 
place, therein mentioned, — Bid warrant 
being tu the purport and effect, fol- 
lowing

Doei not the reader sympt- 
thiseandeoncutwithCitvnuiT W e con - 
few we are unable to discover any ihow of 
reason for such a proceeding. Thealleged 
lunatic may be perfectly sane, — the com- 
minion might not, if due enquiry had 
been made, have ever burned ai all. But 
in Mrs. Huura'n cine a commission ii 
granted without any notice to her ur her 
friendt, — no opportunity given in them to 
enter a caveat, or ihow cause against ill 
issuing. And upon what dues it inue T 
Upon affidavit! which referred to ids of 
unsound mind, which were alleged tr> have 
taken place some twelve months before the 
lime of the application being made . and 
therefore upon affidavits which were quite 
coniiftent with Mrs. Hsunt's perfect 
unity at the time of the comminion 
going. It is true, thai about a yeat 
before this application, Mil. Hqlhei had 
been brought before the Court, and there 
exhibited unequivocal signs of weak intel- 
lect i bn( unless a maxim ii lo be recog- 
nised, of " once • lunatic, always a luna- 
tic," we do not conceive that the Court 
could have allowed this circumstance to 
supply any dlfect in the affidavit! upon 
which the rnmmiiiioii was some twelve 
months thereafter moved for and ob- 



Bitl {» n-c hare said) iC was ruled by 
the Court thtt the granting of a commit- 
iiun of this nature, it a matter entirely in 
the discretion of the Bench ; and il Wis 
alio luggeatcd that in ionic cases, as of 
dangeruua lunatics, Ate , the delay conse- 
quent on the necciiily of giving nutiee, 
as contended for, might be attended by 
featful consequences. To both these posi- 
tiont we conceive there are ihort and 
conclusive nniweri. In the first place, Ihe 
discretion spoken of ia not exercised by 
the Lord Chancellor upon the hearing 
of one tide alone. Il would be a very in- 
diacreet tii acre i ion if it were to exercised. 
He does nut, upon a mere e* parte appli- 
cation, do an act which may have the 
effect of committing the cruelty and in- 
justice of exposing, il may be, n perfectly 
sane, and perbapt very aenritive man, to 
be asked for an indefinite time all kinds 
of impertinent questions any three Com- 
missioner! and a Jury may think til to 
inflict upon him ; a cruelty, by the way, 
which ii not so likely lo be correclly ap- 
preciated t'y those who grant the 
Commissi, in. as by him who it to 
be the subject of it. And ai to 
the nuggcitinn respecting dangrrnui luna- 
tics,, it li sufficient tu say — tint, that inch 
persona are provided for by the special Act 
of Council, under which, without any 
Commission it all, Mr. Witiuuii was sum- 
marily lent to Tarban; and, second, if 
there were no path Act, it wu not iworn 
that Mn. Holmes wu a person with re- 
spect to whom a summary course wai 
colled for at all. We think, therefore, 
(hat Committtuni idtting u in the caae of 
Un. HuLMia, are granted impiovidenlly , 
and that if there be any doubt u lo 
whether (hr practice wu duly complied 
with in bee ua or nn* , nana peaaaUe 
ought, without litis of lime, to be aaaimi- 
lated by enactment lo that which ia above 
ihown to prevail in England. 

Throughout Ihe above observations, 
wr have of course been condemning the 
practice aa interpreted by Ihe Jvtxttty— 
nut censuring the Jtneer. them- 
lelvri. We are quite taliilied that in de- 
ciding at they did, with respect ui thin 
Commiuion.ihey were solely actuated by 
the sincere it desire to do what was right, 
with reference to the final order and Sii- 
poaition of the alleged lunalic. And if 
we could have ever entertained a doubt 
upon such a point, we believe it mutt have 
been dissipated upon witnessing the extra- 
ordinary anxiety, and the untiring pa- 
tience, two of these Judges have since 
1 1 up laved, in titling day after day, for 
many daya in succession, endeavouring to 
throw light upon Mr. W it hiis 'a case, after 
it had been darkened by ten doctors. We 
propose to make some obatrvalioni on thii 
Utter lunacy proceeding on a future ores-
